I believe (and, certainly hope) that you had an error in one will. The 
will of Randolph Price: you say "What I am due to inherit from the estate 
of my grandfather Robt. Hunnicutt". At least, that is the way I noted it 
but I sent the wills back last night so may be mistaken. 


My Hunnicutt notes have this will as follows: Son David.....A¢/¢¢d/~nat 
Unborn child 

“added to the sum son David shall inherit of his Grandfather Robert 

Hunnicutt's estate”. 


Randolph Price married Rebecca Hunnicutt 177),(Marriage Bond) 
Evidently, Rebecca died in childbirth because in 1777 there is another 
Marriage Bond between Randolph Price and Lucy Hamlin, Hence, Robert 
Hunnicutt must be the father of Rebecca Hunnicutt and the grandfather 
of David Price(and not Randolph Price. In fact, Robert Hunnicutt, in 
his will dated 19 June, 1778, probated 28 July, 1778, makes a bequest 
of "negro girl Charlotte, and 350 Pounds cash now in the Loan Office 
at Williamsbure" to Grandson David Price. Randolph Price's will was 
written 18 Oct., 1778, or less than 3 months after his father-in-law's 
will was probated, 


Randolph seemed a young man. I wonder if he was wounded in the Revolu- 
tion? He died only a month after his will was written.

Newsom. Of course, he has traced the Newsom line. 
However, in looking over the Surry Wills, I bumped 
into the will of Wm Gray, 1719, 4e@-which af said: 

"to Son William land where Thomas Cockerham lived", 
and mentions Granddaughter Elizabeth Clark. As John 
Barham's oldest son must have been born about 170/15, 
the timing seems right, and I am wondering if this 
isn't the same Elizabeth Clark. If so, and she is 
Granddaughter to Wm Gray, how can she be the daughter 
of Sarah Newsom? 


I would also like to have the Lane line traced...at 
least to know the maiden name of Sally's mother..And, 
the Hunnicutt. My great grandmother was Ann Cocke Hun- 
nicutt, daughter of Robert B. Hunnicutt, senr., and 
Elizabeth Binns. I have a lot of Hunnicutt notes but 
haven't had time to work on them.

Salter audit the estate of Thos. Binns(P 100) 


In 1725, Daniel E, C. Crawley, of Roanoke, N. C. sold land 
to John Baird of Prince George. The land was situated in 
Surry. Now, of course, Thos Binns, above, who died in 1765, 
was married(2ndly) to Elizabeth Crawley. 


Prior to the sale in 1725 from Crawley to Baird, Crawley had 
numerous lawsuits in Surry, leading me to believe he operated 
a store. After the sale, Baird had lots of suits for debt, 


David Crawleymade his will in PGeo in 1725, mentioning wife, 
Tabitha, Sons George, Wm and David. Son Wm was left 320 A 

in "the province of North Carolina on the north side of Roa- 
noke River." Incidentally, the will leaves land to Nath, Har- 
rison Esq. of Surry, "towards the payment of my debts due him, 
andif the said Harrison is not therewith content for the pay- 
ment of the said debt I will and bequeath so much of my hoggs 
and cattle that is at Roanoke, as he shall think fit therewith 
to take to answer the debt." 


I'm convinced that there is a tie-up between the Bairds and Crawleys. 
It seems odd to me that James Baird should audit the estate of Thos 
Binns, whose wife was Eliz. Crawley unless there is one. I can find 
nothing lese in Surry about any Bairds, so he was probably from 
Prince George, and, of course, those records are in bad shape. 


I have typed personally all my notes on the Barhams, Binns, Edwards, 
Hunnicutts and Lanes.
